On  the  morning  otf  the  fifteenth  of 
April,  Dr.  Marvin  Pittman  delivered 
a  'most  inspiring  message  on  the 
greatest  need  of  the  rural  schools — 
competent  teachers.  From  varied 
experience  and  training  the  visitor 
discussed  the  subject  in  a  manner 
both  fascinating  and  instructive.  He 
stated  that  the  prevailing  custom  of 
sending  the  untried,  and  too  fre¬ 
quently  untrained,  young  woman  to 
"practice”  on  the  country  child  is 
all  wrong.  Since  the  best  teacher  is 
needed  in  the  rural  one-teacher 
school,  he  advocated  the  trying  out 
of  the  new  teacher  in  the  city  under
